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BATTERY TECHNOLOGY ADVANCES 
by KEN W6HHC 


Rechargeable batteries keep on getting better!!! lread a magazine 

article recently (POWER 2000 published by CMP MEDIA) that gave a terrific 
summary of advances in rechargeable battery technologies. Currently the CELL 
PHONE industry and the PDA industry (HAND HELD computers like PALM PILOTS) 
are driving the requirements for smaller and longer-lasting batteries. The 

four leading technologies for rechargeable batteries are: 


1) Li-ion (Lithium-ion) 

2) NiMH (Nicke!-Metal-Hydride) 

3) NiCd (Nickel-Cadmium) 

4) Li-polymers (Lithium -polymers) 


Most HAMs are familiar with the first three technologies. Tremendous 
improvements have been made in these first three technologies over the last 
three years as shown in Table 1 betow.

In TABLE 1, note the size of the battery Is different for each technology, 
but also note that each technology has improved. 


Last.....but not least, the fourth battery technology, Lithium-polymers, is 

new and has great advantages over the first three other rechargeable battery 
technologies because it can be made very THIN (3 to 4 mm) to fit portable 
equipment like NOTEBOOK computers. This battery technology is just coming 


into production...so you will see more of it in the future. TABLE 2 below 
has a summary of the advantages of Li-polymer batteries.
